Steel Magnate Says Peak 


of Depression Passed 


30 Days Ago. 


Claims Wage Cut Would 


Set Business Recovery 


Back Two Years. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 20— (AP)—The 


pendulum of industrial activity,, in 
the belief of James A. Farrell, presi- 
dent of the United States Steel cor- 
poration, is swinging back to normal. 


The toroad-shouldered, white T 


haired head of the two billion dollar 
steel concern expressed his opinion 
in an address on "business" before 
the National Canners and National 
Wholesale Grocers. 
Declaring that in his.opinion the 
"peak of the depression passed thirty 
days ago," the' speaker said the time 
has now come for "greater' enter- 
prise in trade—for loosening up 
business," adding'that "we are quite 
capable of doing much more than 
was done in 1930." 
He opposed 


wage reductions. 
Opposes Wage Reduction. 


"There are some," he said, "who 
urge a reduction in wages corres- 
ponding to the drop in prices. They 
affect to believe that such a liquida- 
tion of labor would hasten a return 
to normal conditions. 
"Apparently those who advocate 
this solution have not stopped to 
weigh the implications that, instead 
of tending to increase consumption 
of industrial and agricultural pro- 
ducts, such wage reductions must 
inevitably reduce the purchasing 
power of the wage earner and re- 
strict consumption. 
"It is my deliberate judgment that 
a general reduction of wages in this 
country would set back the impendr 
ing recovery by at least two years." 
Touching on the tariff and Inter- 
national relations, Farrell said that 
some of the suggestions made along 
these lines were as futile as the pro- 
posal to lower wages. 
TRAINS BOMBED 


IN ARGENTINE 


Three Killed, and Dozen 


Injured; Anarchists 


Are Blamed. 


BUENOS AIRES, Jan. 20—M5)— 


Three bombs exploding at strate- 
gic places on railway lines enter- 
ing Buenos Aires before dawn this 
morning killed three persons and 
injured a dozen others. 
The first exploded in the West- 
ern railway terminal. Three coaches 
of an incoming elective train were 
wrecked and three persons' were 
killed and several Injured. 
The second explosion .occurred 
in the Southern railway station in 
the' Plaza 
Gonstitucion, 
several 
persons being injured. Both ex- 
plosions occurred in- congested dis- 
tricts of the city, the early hour 
alone preventing many more cas- 
ualties. 
The third bomb exploded in a 
coach of a train of the Central 
Argentine railway, partially wreck- 
ing a suburban passenger train. 
Ambulances , rushed to the scene 
and 
took numerous victims 
to 
nearby hospitals. The train was 
departing 
for 
Tigre 
and 
had 
stopped at the Palermo race track 
station, a block from the new 
United States embassy. It left the 
central Argentine terminal at Re- 
tiro Plaza a few minutes before. 
The coach was shattered and at 
least six persons injured. 
The police immediately began to 
round up suspects in an effort to 
prevent other outrages. The bombs 
were believed inspired by a re- 
cent announcement of railway of- 
ficials that drastic cuts in per- 
sonnel would be made March 1. 
They were considered the work of 
anarchists.

Spiritual comfort is one of the 


most necessary things In life, ac- 
cording to Dr. Nehemiah Boynton 
of Boston, who addressed nearly 
400 churchmen at the Monday even- 
ing session of the Nebraska Pas- 
tors' Interdenominational convoca- 
tion, held at the First Baptist 
church, Fourteenth and K streets. 


Choosing the biblical story of the 


Good Samaritan as the scripture 
lesson, Dr. Boynton portrayed the 
moral of the parable not as a time- 
worn incident, but as a standard of 
charity to be followed in modern 
life. He. urged the removal of petty 
denominational- differences to aid 
in bringing Christian comfort to a 
world which needs spiritual guid- 
ance. 


Outlines Changes. 
In speaking of modern Christian 


life, Dr. Boynton said, "Scientists 
tell us that the world has changed 
more during the past forty years 
than in all previous history put to- 
gether. The truth of tlr* principle 
may be seen in invention, public in- 
telligence, and softening of human 
asperities. Today, unlike forty years 
ago, 
we do not ask a man to re- 


cite his creed but ask him what re- 
sults his doctrine is bringing. We 
must continue to forget our differ- 
ences and remember our similari- 
ties." 
The world peace problem cannot 
be settled by "parlor teas," accord- 
ing to Dr. Boynton. The move- 
ment must be gradual and careful, 
with United States and Great 
Britain taking the initiative.^.. - 
Announcement was made by Dr.

STRAIN SEES A 


BRIGHT FUTURE 


Business Stability Will 
Come When Confidence 


Is Regained. 


Sounding a keynote of optimism 


for future business conditions, T. B. 
Strain, vice president of the Contin- 
ental National bank, spoke before 
sixty-five merribers of' the Lincoln 
Wholesale Credit association, at the 
retular meeting of the group Mon- 
day evening at the Lincoln hotel.

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UNIFORM DRIVING 
RULES PROPOSED 


Schepman Measure For 


New State Code Is 


Introduced. 


Highway driving regulations were 


proposed 'for Nebraska In a measure 
Introduced In the state senate on 
Tuesday morning by Senator Henry 
F. Schepman of Falls City. His bill 
proposes a uniform set of driving 
rules for state. He believes adop- 
tion of such * code would furnish 
a means of prosecuting drivers who 
willfully fail to follow sensible reed 
precautions. 
At present the state has practlc- 
conduct on tbe state highways. The 
ally no requirements for driving 
bill would establish as a statutory 
code, many of the commonly 
ac- 
cepted road courtesies and safety 
provisions. 
It would require cars to pass on 
the left, to sound their horns before 
passing. It would prohibit driving 
on the left side of a highway unless 
that side was clearly visible and 
free from traffic so as to permit 
passing a car ahead. 
It would bar passing unless there 


•was space to permit the 
passing 
without impeding the safety of the 
vehicle ahead. It would bar passing 
on curves or hills unless there are 
four or more lanes on the highway. 
It also bars passing on a railway 
crossing. 
The draft bill provides that a car 
give way to the right when signalled 
from the rear by a machine which 
seeks to pass and requires that the 
machine in advance not increase 
its speed. It prohibits cars follow- 
ing one another more closely than 
is prudent. 
Trucks, busses and horse-drawn 
vehicles are barred from following 
•within 200 feet except when • ap- 
proaching at a faster rate of speed 
in order to pass a vehicle ahead. 
Signals aie set jaut for turning, 
starting and stopping. A left turn 
would reouire extension of the arm 
horizontally and pointing of the in- 
dex finger; right turn, wave arm 
in circles, and stop, mere extension 
cf the arm.

PLATTSMOUTH, Neb., Jan. 20— 


(fl>>—Marital troubles of Mr. and 
Mrs. George Wever were the center 
of the court's attention in today's 
hearing of the murder trial of Inas 
Wever, ohargett with having caused 
her husband's death by poison. 


Edgar Glaze, named by a state 
witness yesterday as the 
"other 
man" in the Wevers' alleged family 
strife, was called to the stand to- 
day. His examination was brief, the 
state establishing only that he was 
a resident of Plattsmouth, was an 
employe of an Omaha firm and had 
been divorced since last September. 
Defense attorneys stated that he 
will probably be recalled to the 
stand for the defense. 


The trial of Mrs. Wever, widow of 


George, charged with first degree 
murder in connection with his 
death December 9, was begun yes- 
terday in District court with selec- 
tion of a jury, composed of farmers, 
and testimony of. six state wit- 
nesses, among them a brother and 
sister-in-law of the dead man. 
Jurors Locked Up. 


The jury was locked up last night, 


after the first day of the hearing, 
and will be guarded every night un- 
til it brings in a verdict. District 
Judge J. T. Begley announced. 


Otto Lille, a barber; testified to- 
day that on Thanksgiving day, in 
1924 or 1925, he and his wife played 
cards with the Wevcrs. Wever, Lillie 
related, after winning two hands, 
said jokingly to his wife: 


"Sweet patootl, you aren't much 


of A rummy player." 


Lille testified that Mrs. Wever 
then cursed him and struck him 
over the head so hard that he fell 
off his chair. 


Mrs. Olive Johnson, from whom 
.the Wevers rented their home fer 
a year prior to 1929, said that one 
day, while she was dining with the 
Wevers, their adopted son, Billy, 
now 8, said, "Daddy, why does Hank 


hang around here all the 
time?" 


Mrs. Johnson said that Mrs. 


Wever struck the boy on the mouth 
and knocked him off his chair. She 
refused to answer any of Wever's 
questions on the subject, Mrs. John- 
son said.

Mrs. Johnson also testified that, 
as long as she lived in the house— 
the same in which the Wevers lived 
at lie time of the husband's death 
—she had iiever seen rats. It is the 
defense contention that Mrs. Wev- 
er bought poison to destroy rats, 
and not to kill her husband. 
William. O"Donnell, who worked 
with WeVer at the Burlington shops 
here, testified that, on Monday, 
Dec. 
8, Wever complained 
of 
cramps in his stomach and legs 
and that he was forced to quit 
working early in the afternoon.

Mrs Armstrong-' was born Janu-

strong, a civil war veteran, March 
14. 1868. He died two years ago 
after they had been- married 60 
years. In 1871 they decided to emi- 
grate to Nebraska and that spring 
the# drove through in two covered 
wagons drawn by horses. Later Mr. 
Armstrong traded one horse for a 
span of oxen to break prairie with. 
Mn. Armstrong says she used to 


drive the oxen alone on trips to 
Ponca and the round trip waa a 
drive of 20 miles. She used to do 
considerable hauling with them, she 
says, and wae not afraid. They used 
to attend parties and spelling bees 
in the wintertime at various neigh- 
boring homes, and when it came 
time to return to their own home 
;hey gave the oxen the rein and the 
faithful animals struck out for the 
place in a straight line.

WE GET WHAT WE PAY FOR, 


In both branches of the Nebraska legislature Mon- 


day bills were introduced to slash the salaries of ad- 
ministrative officers of the state, and members of 
the judiciary. 


The suspicion exists that a spirit of retaliation 


against Governor C. W. Bryan, who has an economy 
program of his own, provided the inspiration for the 
' proposed legislation. But whether it is a case of re- 
publicans whetting their knives to cause Mr. Bryan 
some discomfort and embarrsssment or a sincere de- 
sire to reduce the cost of government prompted the 
measures, the legislature will do well to give some 
thought and study to them before they take action. 


For years Nebraska was notorious for underpaying 


Its public officials in the state's service. The subject 
received attention in the constitutional convention of 
1920. during which the present scale of salaries was 
fixed. The governor's compensation was placed at 
$7,500 a year, and the remainder of the state offices 
at *5,000. Supreme court judges were allowed the 
same salary as the governor, and district court judges 
$5.000. 


If the lower salary scales provided in the bills were 


to be put into effect. Nebraska would save between 
$60,000 and $80,000 annually. Distributed among the 
hundreds of thousands of taxpayers in this state, it 
wouldn't make a penny's difference in the tax bur- 
den which they bear. The whole scheme deserves to 
be branded as a cheap political gesture, designed to 
lull people into the belief that something is being ac- 
complished, when as a matter of fact it is side ex- 
cursions of this sort which detract from the real work 
of the legislature. By getting down to the business 
which It should transact and thus shorten the length 
of the session, the lawmakers could save the state 
far more money, than it can by cutting the salaries 
of public officials. 


» » * 


The vast majority of people in Nebraska do not be- 


lieve $7,500 a year Is too large a salary to pay the 
governor. It does not begin to compensate him for 
his living expenses. By the time he has paid for the 
expense of making his campaign, he is out of the 
pocket by a considerable amount. 


Likewise it is absurd that a man qualified to sit 


upon the supreme bench of this state should receive 
less than $7,500 a year. In time it would mean that 
only men of limited experience or limited abilities 
on the one hand or men who possessed large personal 
fortunes could afford to become a supreme judge. 
We would lose men of outstanding ability and talent, 
and with rich experience behind them, because pri- 
vate practice would be so much more remunerative. 


Generally we get what we pay for. If we insist 


upon paying our iublic officials wages far below the 
levels attractive to men of capacity, we may expect 
that It will be reflected In the character and the 
calibre of the men who seek office. In recent years 
it has become recognized that the man who serves in 
a public capacity must sacrf ice. Few have ever got- 
ten rich In public office: far more have quit without 
having saved a cent for old age. What Nebraska 
Should attempt to do is to attract the best legal tal- 
ent possible for its judicial positions. It should seek 
to secure the services of the most competent, the 
Jnost highly trained, the most experienced men for 
administrative tasks. You can't do that by offering 
those men starvation wages. 


THE NEGLECT OF NIAGARA FALLS. 


One of the most beautiful and awe-inspiring spec- 


tacles on the North American continent is Niagara 
Falls. Furthermore, it is accessible to more people 
than any other natural wonder and Is annually visit- 
ed by millions of people: not only Americans, but by 
travelers from all over the world. For years scien- 
tists have been calling attention to the changes be- 
ing wrought by erosion, and action has been urged to 
stay the destructive hand of Nature. 


Nothing has been done. 
During the week end a great slide of rocks took 


place, and as a result the flow of water over the 
American falls, which previously had been only one- 
sixth that over the .Canadian, or Horseshoe Falls, has 
been still further reduced. This means that the 
beauty of the spectacle on both sides has been tre- 
mendously Impaired. This might have been avoided 
•with the expenditure of a comparatively trifling sum. 


A number of years ago, upon representations of 


those anxious to preserve the beauty of the falls, a 
board composed of engineering representatives of the 
American and Canadian governments, was appointed 
to study the situation and draw up plans for the 
work. This board performed its duty and prepared 
a treaty providing for the construction of ^weirs or 
underwater dams, which would not only eliminate 
erosion on the Canadian ride, but would increase the 
flow on the American side 
Carrying out of these 


plans would have added much to the beauty of the 
American falls and have preserved that of th* Ca- 
nadian. 


The treaty was promptly ratified by the Canadian 


parliament, but though it was presented to the senate 
of the United States on January 2, 1929. it still re- 
pascs In the pigeonhole of the committee to which 
it was referred at that time. The cost for toe entire 
project would have'been only 91,790.000, ytt the mat- 
ter has never been considered 


Perhaps the reason the treaty has been alknwd to 


sluaiber in committee has been that it offered no 
opportunity to play politics. The government is 
spending mffilotw of dcBaw on other parks and pro- 
Jec*« every year, yet here Is the most famous spec- 
tacle of them an, -within easy access of a 
greater 


number than aH others combined, and it is allowed 
to go to ruin from sheer neglwt Something may yet 
be done, but every day increases the hazard. 


TWO SOUTHERN GOVERNORS. 


At the same time Oklahoma is starting "Alfalfa 


Bill" Murray on his gubernKiocial career. Boss Sterl- 
ing takes charge of the sfciie government in Texas. 
The two executives chosen by these adjacent com- 
monwealths could hardly r* more 
different from 


each o'-her in personal chfiracterisOcs and viewpoint 
than these two. It remains to be seen how well each 
of them gets along -wiUi his constituency. 


"Alfalfa Bitf" made hi* campaign as the champion 


o! the "peepul." He wore oM clothes, curried his 
leech of crackers and cheese in an old handbag, and 


"hitch-hiked" from place to place to as to let the 
common herd know he wasn't the owner of a high- 
powered automobile, or at least wasn't using it jutt 
then. All this went over big. The gullible Oklaho- 
mans fell over themselves to give their idol a huge 
majority. So now he has gone to live in the execu- 
tive mansion, although he vowed during his canvass 
that he wouldn't occupy it If elected. 


Governor Sterling is just the opposite type. He is 


a successful business man reputed to be worth $40,- 
000,000 and the richest citizen of the state. He never 
monkeyed with politlcls before, 
except to support 


Moody for governor when the latter defeated "Ma" 
Ferguson four years ago. He started with nothing, 
was married on $65, nnd later made a fortune in oil. 
He Is now the proprietor of one of the biggest news- 
papers In Texas and has large real estate holdings, in 
addition to his oil interests. 


The only promises made by Sterling in his cam- 


paign were to use his efforts for the development of 
a modern highway system and give the state the 
best business administration he could. On the other 
hand, "Alfalfa Bill" promised nearly everything. He 
was going to do battle with "big business" and hang 
its hide on the fence. Now that he is in «ffice, he 
has begun throwing out the suggestion that "big 
business" is engineering a plot to have him assassi- 
nated, or ,at least impeached. That, doubtless, will 
be his alibi for failure to carry out what he pledged 
himself to do. 


Trie kind of advertising Oklahoma is likely to get 


through its clown governor will not make a very 
favorable impression over the country. Texas was 
in the same kind of a hole when it had "Ma" Fer- 
guson In the executive chair, but the absence of poli- 
tical claptrap under Governor Sterling's regime will 
give the Lone Star commonwealth Increased prestige 
among her sister states.

which prevail in many sections of the South must 
36 placed'at the feet of congressmen representing 
;hose states. The White House announced its un- 
alterable opposition to drawing upon the 
federal 


treasury. It took this position after receiving assur- 
ances from the American Red Cross that it was prop- 
erly organized to handle the work of relief. The Red 
Cross was prepared to make the solicitation for funds, 
and its workers were mobilized to go into the field 
where relief needs are most acute. This did not fit 
n with the ideas of southern congressmen. They 
said the situation could be handled only by emer- 
gency appropriations from the federal treasury. Thus 
he deadlock developed, and^it has continued. 
Mr. Hoover is hostile to the dole system in Amerl- 


:a. His position reflects the views of millions of 
houghtful Americans who have followed the tragic 
experience of the British people in this respect. But 
t is a striking reflection upon our institutions of 
government and upon our own capacity to govern 
ourselves wisely and intelligently that in a country 
possessing most of the world^s gold, where food prices 
are at the lowest levels in many years because of the 
huge surplus stocks, hundreds of thousands of people 
hould be in want and hungry. It isn't a time to be 
haranguing and arguing over political issues. It is a 
ime for action. If Mr. Hoover is determined the 
ederal treasury shall not be raided for relief pur- 
poses, then the private agencies, such as the Red 
Cross, should lose-jio time in goCig into the field. 


Food and clothing are urgently needed. 
Until such a time as distress is relieved, the 


American people have a big job cut out for them- 
elves. 


THE WAY OUT. 


The optimism and keen economic view of James A. 


Farrell, president of the Untied States Steel corpora- 
ion, commend themselves to people generally. 
After expressing the belief that the peak of de- 
ression passed thirty days ago, Mr. FarreU said in- 
iustry should anticipate more activity than charac- 
erlzed most of 1930. "We may expect a loosening 
ip, for we are quite capable of doing more than was 
ione in 1930." 
"There are some who urge a reduction In wages' 
orresponding to the drop in prices. They affect to 
Jelieve that such a liquidation of labor would hasten 
a return to normal conditions. Apparently those yho 
dvocate this solution have not stopped to ffeigh tne 
implications, that, instead of tending to increase con- 
umption of industrial and agricultural 
products, 


such wage reductions must inevitably reduce the pur- 
hasing power of the wage earner and restrict 
onsumption.- It is my deliberate judgment that a 
eneral reduction In wages in this country would set 
back recovery by at least two years." 


What Mr. Farrell says is that for ten years Ameri- 


L plunged headlong into mass production and mass 


consumption. Temporarily -we have hit a snag. It 
can become permanent only if we shall arbitrarily 
restrict mass consumption through lower wage levels. 
To sell we must have people able to buy and reduc- 
ions means curtailed purchasing power. It is an 
encouraging sign to note In recent weeks-4here has 
wen more general acceptance of this economic prin- 
iple. 


A CLEANLY NATION. 


No more startling evidence of the uniqueness of 
he effects created by the 192S-30 business depression 
has come to light than is contained in a little item 
dispatched recently from New Tork, 


Soap, the Item noted, was almost &s much in de- 


mand as soup among the unemployed who sought aid 
t social service stations. The Jobless regarded clean- 
liness an essential of life as much a* a full stomach. 


"White collar" men. clerks, bookkeepers, salesmen, 


managers and minor executives were thrown out of 
work in many businesses as they went into a pa- 
roxysm of fear irhen leaping profits failed to con- 
tinue the gains which had so pyramided during the 
years 1*28 and 1929. 


Previous business depressions had. in general, 
brown out of work only the skilled and unskilled 
laboring classes. It had. for the most part, eliminat- 
ed from employment .the least efficient aotkera m 
all lines. These workers were content to have the 
mere necessities of shelter and food during the try- 
ng periods of economic readjustment, and seeming- 
ly they did not worry about personal appearance. 


It was a vastly different MtuaUon that occurred ta 
he recent depression. Men who had risen to im- 


tant posts, men who had contributed to the up- 


building of successful concerns found themselves sud- 
denly out of work as the concerns ruthlessly and 
ilindly shut their eyes to the effect of unemployment 
in reducing the consumptive powers of the nation or 
were forced into retrenchmmt by the tendency of the 
year in order to keep in competition. 


The importance of new means of regulating our in- 


dustrial machine, of new intelligence Jn 
industrial 


planning, of improved processes of distribution of 
economic wealth to insure tt>c steady progress of in- 
dustry was never more stnWngly revealed than In- 
that litUe item which indicated the unemployment 


the efficient as well as the Inefficient, the able 


as wefl as the helpless.

Again, we may assume that Goi 
esires that all His children should 
enow His character and'come to see 
in it the ideal of their own. Bo a 
orty conception of God as ourTini- 
ersal Father manifests itself-avbet- 
,er men and women, and as they 
grow in His likeness they attain 
;ill loftier conceptions of it. These 
two processes are inseparable. In- 
eed, many thinkers claim that the 


qualities we attribute to our Cre- 
ator must first appear in ourselves, 
Take as a fine example of this the

The commonest cause of chronic 
inus disease is obstruction in the 
over nose from * deviated or 
crooked vseptum. 
The septum or 


jartiikm between the two sides of 
he nose seldom grows in straight. 
" ma- bend so much that it 
jresses against the turblnates on 
the oater side of the nose. This 
condition offers an cbsfcruction to 
jthe openfaigs from the siaus into 


the nasal cavity. The secretions 
which the sinus form cannot drain 
out, and are held in the sinus 
cavities. They frequently become 
infected, and the result is a full- 
blown case of sinus disease. 
Fortunately, deviation of the sep- 
tum is not only the most frequent, 
but the simplest form of nasal ob- 
struction ' causing 
sinus disease. 
Furthermore, It can very easily be 
remedied. It usually requires a 
surgical operation to do it, but this 
operation is not serious or difficult. 
It is easily and really best done 
under a local anaesthetic. 


The symptoms of sinus disease 
are varied. A sense of obstruction, 
with continuous discharge, are the 
commonest. When the sinuses be- 
come completely blocked there is 
frequently 
headache, 
particularly 
when the frontal sinus (above the 
eye) is involved. When the maxil- 
lary sinus is closed neuralgia, and 
pain in the cheek and face may 
occur. 


Chronic sinus infection may lead 
to middle ear disease and deafoett. 
Long continued drainage from the 
nose mto the back of the throat 
may cause asthma.

Star: Is partisan peanut politics 
responsible 
for 
the 
disgraceful 


wrangle now going on in Washing- 
ton, or is there a deeper, more sub- 
tle reason back of it? 
It is, of course, presumptuous for 
an ordinary plug citizen to ques- 
tion the wisdom of those great men 
Who have declared that It is the 
duty of tbe citizen to support the 
government., but not the govern- 
ment the citizen. Therefore, an ap- 
propriation by congress to aid the 
Red Cross in supplying food for 
starving people in tje drouth de- 
vastated districts Is unthinkable — 
such money must come from vol- 
utary contributions. 
But an appropriation to supply 
seed grain or feed for stock is the 
acme of statesmanship. 
"Feed the 
brutes"— but let the people starve. 
I voice no objection -to voluntary 
contributions to the Red Cross, or 
any other 
charitable 
institution, 
but it must not be overlooked that 
this is a form of taxation just the 
same, and is no different funda- 
mentally from money donated by 
the government. - 
The incidence of taxes is some- 
thing economists can talk learned- 
ly about, but no one knows exactly 
how much taxes he really bears. 
That is not shown by his formal 
tax receipts, but is hidden in his 
cost of living. Hence, a donation 
by the Federal government to the 
Red Cross would be borne by all 
the people, approximately twenty 
cents apiece on the average for the 
proposed appropriation. 
For the life of me I cannot see 
any essential difference between 
feeding a starving man by means 
of a government appropriation, or 
supplying him with free medicine 
when he is sick, or free schooling 
when he is —ignorant. 
Naturally. 
the Red Cross, with Its wonderful 
organization, is better equipped to 
give the food where it is needed 
than any temporary government 
body would be: but the money can 
be more quickly and more equitably 
raised by the government appropri- 
ation than by any system of vol- 
untary contributions.

find better health than on the 
farm? 


There is no occasion to become 
excited over the report, while milk 
has oeen sold, and used, all over 
Nebraska for generations and it has 
been a recognized fact that few 
herds of any size would pass the 
'blood test." 


I'm not fighting against progress 
but I am opposing anv unneces- 
sary, expensive restrictions that 
will handicap and bring hardship 
upon the milk producers and small 
distributors who are having the 
struggle of their lives %> make ends 
meet. I have opposed the milk or- 
dinance because I believed it un- 
fair to tax the producer of milk to 
protect the health of the consumer 
and that is just what the new or- 
dinani does.

WE GET WHAT WE PAY FDR. 


In b oth b ranches of the Neb raska legislature Mon­ 
day b ills were Introduced to slash the salaries of ad­ 
ministrative officers of the state, and memb ers of 
the judiciary. 
The suspicion exists that a spirit of retaliation 
against Governor C. W. Brvan. who has an economy 
program of his own, provided the inspiration for the 
proposed Icgl.slation. But whether it is a case of re­ 
pub licans whetting their knives to cause Mr. Bryan 
some discomfort and emb arrassment or a sincere de­ 
sire to reduce the cost of government prompted the 
measures, the legislature will do well to give some 
thought and study to them b efore they take action. 
For years Neb raska was notorious for underlaying 
its pub lic officials In the stnte’s service. The sub ject 
received attention in the constitutional convention of 
1920, during which the prc.sent scale of salaries was 
fixed. 
The governor’s compoivsatlon was placed at 
$7.500 a year, and the remainder of the state offices 
at $5,000. 
Supreme court Judges were allowed the 
same salary as the governor, and district court Judges 
$5.000. 
If the lower salary scales provided in the b ills were 
to b e put Into effect. Neb raska would save b etween 
$60,000 and $80,000 annually. Distrib uted among the 
hundreds of thousands of taxpayers In this state, It 
wouldn’t make a penny’s difference in the tax b ur­ 
den which they b ear. The whole scheme deserves to 
b e b randed as a cheap political gesture, designed to 
lull peoDle Into the b elief that something Is b eing ac- 
rompU.« ihed. when as a matter of fact It Is side ex­ 
cursions of this sort which detract from the real work 
of the legislature. By getting down to the b aslness 
W’hlch It should transact and thus shorten the length 
of the 8e5.slon, the lawmakers could save the state 
far more money, than it can b y cutting the salaries 
of pub lic officials. 


•

• 
The vast majority of people in Neb raska do not b e­ 
lieve $7,500 a year Is too large a salary to pay the 
governor. It does not b egin to compensate him for 
his living expenses. By the time he ha.s paid for the 
expense of making his campaign, he is out of the 
pocket b y a considerab le amount. 
Likewise It is ab surd that a man q ualified to sit 
upon the supreme b ench of this state should receive 
l« 5s than $7,500 a year. In time it would mean that 
only men of limited experience or limited ab ilities 
on the one hand or men who possessed large personal 
fortunes could afford to b ecome » supreme Judge. 
We would lose men of outstanding ab ility and talent, 
and with rich experience b ehind them, b ecause pri­ 
vate practice would b e so much iftore remunerative. 
Generally we get what we pay for. If we in.sist 
upon paying our iub lic officials wages far b elow the 
levels attractive to men of capacity, we may expect 
that It will b e reflected in the character and the 
calib re of the men who seek office. In recent years 
It has b ecome recognized that the man who serves in 
E pub lic capacity must sacrfice. Pew have ever got­ 
ten rich In pub lic offl(» ; far more have q uit without 
having saved a cent for old age. What 
Neb raska 
should attempt to do Is to attract the b est legal tal­ 
ent possib le for Its Judicial positions. It should seek 
to secure the services of the most competent, the 
most highly trained, the most experienced men for 
administrative tasks. You can’t do that b y offering 
th<we men starvation wages. 


THE NEGLECT OF NIAGARA FALLS. 
One of the most b eautiful and awe-inspiring spec­ 
tacles on the North American continent is Niagara 
Falls. 
Furthermore, It Is accessib le to more people 
than any other natural wonder and is annually visit­ 
ed b y millions of people; not only Americans, b ut b y 
travelers from all over the world. For years scien­ 
tists have b een calling attention to the changes b e­ 
ing wrought b y erosion, and action has b een urged to 
stay the destructive hand of Nature. 
Nothing has b een done. 
During the week ^nd a great slide of rocks took 
place, and as a result the flow of water over the 
American falls, which previously had b een onlv cne- 
alxth that over the Canadian, or Horseshoe Fall!!, has 
b een still 
further 
reduced. This 
means that the 
b eauty of the spectacle on b oth sides has b een tre­ 
mendously impaired. This might have b een avoided 
with the expenditure of 
a comparatively trifling sum. 
A numb er of years ago. upon representations of 
thoae anxious to preserve the b eauty of the falls, a 
b oard composed of engineering representatives of the 
American and Canadian governments, was appointed 
to study the situation and draw up 
plans for the 
work. 
This b oard performed its duty and prepared 
a treaty providing for the construe*ion of weirs or 
underwater dams, which arould not only eliminate 
erosion on the Canadian aide, b ut would Increase the 
flow on the American 
side 
Carrying out of these 
plans would have added much to the b eauty of the 
American (alia and have preserved that of the Ca­ 
nadian. 
Tlie treaty was promptly ratified b y the Canadian 
I aiUament. b ut though it wxs presented to the senate 
of the Hutted States on January 2. 1929, it still re­ 
pos,* in the pigeonhole of the committee to which 
it was referred at that time. The cost for the entire 
proje« -* would hsve b een only $1,750,000, yet the mat­ 
ter has never b een considered 
Perhaps the reason the treaty hat b een allowed to 
slumb er in committee has b een that it offered no 
opportunity to play politics. The government Is 
spending millions of dollars on other perks and pro- 
jec*s every year, yet here It the most famous spec­ 
tacle of them all, within easy 
access of a greater 
numb er than all others comb ined, and It is allowed 
to go to ruin from sheer neglect. Something may yet 
b e done, b ut every day increases the hssard. 


"hitch-hiked” from place to place so as to let the 
comhion herd know he wasn't the owner of a high- 
powered automob ile, or at least wasn't using it Just 
then. All this went over b ig. The gullib le Oklaho­ 
mans fell over themselves to give their idol a huge 
majority. So now he has gone to live in the execu­ 
tive mansion, although he vow’ed during his canvass 
that he wouldn’t occupy It If elected. 
Governor Sterling is just the opposite type. He is 
a successful b usiness man reputed to b e worth $40,-

Ferguson four years ago. 
He started with nothing, 
was married on $85, and later made a fortune in oil. 
He is now the proprietor of one of the b iggest news- 
INipers in Texas and has large real estate holdings, in 
addition to his oil Interests. 
The only promises made b y Sterling in his cam­ 
paign were to use his efforts for the development of 
a modern highway system and give the state the 
b est b usiness administration he could. On the other 
hand, "Alfalfa Bill” promised nearly everything. He 
was going to do b attle with "b ig b usiness” and hang 
its hide on the fence. Now that he is in q fflce, he 
has b egun throwing out the 
suggestion that "b ig 
b usiness” is engineering a plot to have him assassi­ 
nated, or at least impeached. 
That, doub tless, will 
b e his alib i for failure to carry out what he pledged 
himself to do. 
The kind of advertising Oklahoma is likely to get 
through its clown governor will not 
make a 
very 
favorab le Impression over the country. 
Texas was 
in the same kind of a hole when it had "Ma” Fer­ 
guson in the executive chair, b ut the ab sence of poli­ 
tical clapitrap under Governor Sterling’s regime will 
give the Lone Star commonwealth increased jM^stige 
among her sister states. 


FOOD FOR PEOPLE. 
The following letter expresses the thought of thou­ 
sands of people in this state:

Can’t you write an editorial and tell us who is re­ 
sponsib le for the damnab le delay In getting food and 
clothing to the men. women and children in the

Unfortunately responsib ility 
for 
the 
conditions 
which prevail In many sections of the South must 
b e placed at the feet of congressmen representing 
those states. The White House announced its un­ 
alterab le opposition to drawing upon 
the 
federal 
treasury. It to(A this position after receiving assur­ 
ances from the American Red Cross that it was prop­ 
erly organized to handle the work of relief. The Red 
Cross was prepared to make the solicitation for funds, 
and Its workers were mob ilized to go Into the field 
where relief needs |ire most acute. This did not fit 
in with the ideas of southern 
congressmen. They 
said the situation could b e handled only b y emer­ 
gency appropriations from the federal treasury. Thus 
the deadlock developed, and'it has continued. 
Mr. Hoover is hostile to the dole system in Ameri­ 
ca. 
His position reflects the views 
of 
millions of 
thoughtful Americans who have followed the tragic 
experience of the British people in this respect. But 
it Is a striking reflection upon our institutions of 
government and upon our own capacity to govern 
ourselves wisely and Intelligently that in a country 
possessing most of the world^j gold, where food prices 
are at the lowest levels in many years b ecause of the 
huge surplus stocks, hundreds of thousands of people 
should b e in want and hungry. It isn’t a time to b e 
haranguing and arguing over political Issues. It is 
a 
time for actidn. 
If Mr. Hoover is determined the 
federal treasury shall not b e raided for relief pur­ 
poses, then the private agencies, such as the Red 
Cross, should lose no Ume in goFng into the field. 
Food and clothing are urgently needed. 
Until 
such a time a s distress Is 
relieved, the 
American people have 
a b ig Job cut out for them­ 
selves. 


THE WAY OUT. 
The optimism and keen economic view of James A. 
Farrell, president of the United States Steel corpora­ 
tion. (X)mmend themselves to people generally. 
After exiN-essing the b elief that the peak of de­ 
pression passed thirty days ago, Mr. Farrell said in­ 
dustry should anticipate more activity than charac­ 
terized most of 1930. "We may 
expect a loosening 
up. for we are q uite capab le of d o in g 
mwe than was 
done in 1930.” 
"There are some who urge a reduction in wages 
corresponding to the drop In prices. They affect to 
b elieve that such a liq uidation of lab or would hasten 
a return to normal conditions. Apparently those jrho 
advocate this solution have not stopped to yelgh the 
implications, that, instead of tending to Increase con­ 
sumption of Industrial and 
agricultural 
products, 
such wage reductions must inevitab ly reduce the pur­ 
chasing ix)wer of the wage earner and restrict 
consumption. 
It is my delib erate judgment that a 
general reduction in wages in this country would set 
b ack recovery b y at least two years.” 
What Mr. Farrell says is that for ten years Ameri­ 
ca plunged headlong into mass production and mass 
consumption. 
Temporarily we have hit a snag. 
It 
can b ecome permanent only if we shall arb itrarily 
restrict mass consumption through lower wage levels. 
To sell we must have people ab le to b uy and reduc­ 
tions means curtailed purchasing power. 
It is an 
encouraging sign to note in recent weeks -there has 
b een more general acceptance of this economic prin­ 
ciple.

No more startling evidence of the uniq ueness of 
the effects created b y the 1929-30 b usiness depression 
has come to light than is contained in a little item 
dispatched recently from New York. 
Soap, the item noted, was almost as much in de­ 
mand as soup among the unemployed who sought aid 
at social service stations. The Job less regarded clean­ 
liness an essential of life as much as a full stomach. 
"White collar” men, clerks, b ookkeepers, salesmen, 
managers and minor executives were thrown out of 
work in many b usinesses as they 
went into a pa- 
rox>’sm of fear when leaping profits failed to con­ 
tinue the gains which had so pyramided during ths 
years 1028 and 1929. 
Previous b usiness depre&sions 
had. 
In 
general, 
thrown out of work only the skilled and unskilled 
lab oring classes. It had. for the most part, eliminat­ 
ed from employment the least efficient wwkers in 
all lines. 
These workers were content to have the 
mere necessities of shelter and food during the try­ 
ing periods of economic readjustment, and seeming­ 
ly they did not worry ab out perscmal appearance. 
It was a vastly different vtuaticm that occurred in 
the recent depression. 
Men who had risen to im­ 
portant posts, men who had contrib uted to the up­ 
b uilding of successful concerns found themselves sud­ 
denly wjt of work as the concerns ruthlessly and 
b lindly shut their eyes to the effect of unemployment 
in reducing the consumptive powers of the nation or 
were forced into retrenchment b y the tendency of the 
year In order to keep in competition. 
TTie Importance of new means of regulating our in­ 
dustrial machine, of new 
intelligence in 
industrial 
planning, of improved processes of distrib ution of 
! economic wealth to Insure the s’eady progress of in­ 
dustry was never more strikingly revealed than in 
that little Item which indicated the unemployment 
of the efficient as well as the inefficient, the sb le 
as wed as the helpless.

"Please remember," he admon- 
ished, "that every time you buy a 
pound of imitation butter you. are 
helping to lower the price of real

people. We judge everything by re- 
sults. The first thing we asfc Is
